Forest  officials  halt  hunt 
for  injured  grizzly  bear, 
reopen  50,000  acres 

ISLAND  PARK.  Idaho  (UPU  -  U.S.  Forest 
Service  official*  tentatively  decided  today  to 
reopen  60.000  acre*  near  ^  cllowitone  National 
Park  that  was  dosed  during  a  search  for  a  wounded 
grizzly  bear. 

Idaho  Fish  and  Game  Department  officials  met 
today  at  Idaho  Falla  to  deride  whether  to  allow 
hunter*  to  re-enter  the  region,  which  wax  declared 
<  iff  limits  after  the  grizzly  was  shot  as  it  approached 
a  *hcep  herd. 

The  .V>«qu are- mile  area  in  eastern  Idaho  near 
the  Wyoming  ami  Montana  border* probably  would 
be  reopened  because  the  hear  U  no  longer  a  threat . 
Forest  Service  official*  said.  It  apparently  left  the 
area  or  died. 

-We’ve  looked  for  the  bear  that  wa»  wounded  and 
haven’t  found  It.  *o  well  open  it  up  and  assume  the 
bear’s  gone."  George  Matajko,  Forest  Service 
range  wildlife  officer,  said  today. 

Malejko  said  game  tracker*  think  the  bear 
headed  for  Yellowstone  National  Park  —  ea*t  of 
the  I  ■  land  Park  area  —  and  doubt  the  animal  died  of 
its  wounds. 

“If  it  died  the  funinds  probably  would  pick  up  the 
stench,  and  the  tracker*  said  the  track*  showed  it 
wasn't  limping,-  he  said. 

The  area  initially  closed  ofT  was  south  and  east  of 
U.S.  SO  ai.d  along  the  Continental  Divide,  the  bor¬ 
der  separating  Montana.  Wyoming  and  Idaho.  Only 
the  north  end  of  that  area  remained  closed  todav. 
officials  said. 

Targhee  National  Forest  officials  opened  16.000 
acre*  south  of  Two  Tcp  Mountain  in  the  eastern 
corner  of  Idaho  on  Monday,  but  another  five- 
square-mile  area  remained  closed  to  visitor* 

Officials  began  to  lift  roadblock*  In  the  popular 
recreation  area  because  it  had  not  been  a  frequently 
used  roaming  ground  for  bear*  In  the  past.
